Now and then we may find a born 
cook who is so intuitive that she can 
guess. with fair success at the time 
required for the cooking of her re- 
cipes.

Neither does it 
have to be wound, regulated, re-set, 
cleaned or oiled. If it ever loses a 
few seconds-+because the electrie cur- 
rent stops due to a thunder storm 
(or non-payment of bills or some such 
thing)—a little red disk flits across 
its face and tells you that the, clock 
should be set.

In keeping with the wishes of the 
immortal football coach, six of the 
players, who helped to give the Ram- 
blers two national championships, were 


chosen today as active pallbearers for } 


the impressive but simple funeral serv- , 
ices, 

They were Tom Conley, captain of 
the 1930 team; Tommy Yarr, captain- 
elect of the 1931 team, which faces 
the heartless task of carrying on with- 
out the great master; Frankie Carideo, 
the “Little Napoleon” of the Rockne 
raiders for the past three seasons; 
Marchmont Schwartz. who so often 
saved the day for Notre Dame on 
the field of battle; Marty Brill, a 
youth who came to Notre Dame as‘a 
‘football failure,” but who was forged 
by Rockne into one of the greatest 
of them all, and Larry Mullins, line 
crashing fullback. 

Hundreds of mourners from all sec- 
tions of the nation streamed into the 
picturesque Rockne home in Sunny- 
side, today to pay tribute to the great 
viking. ‘The mourners came, braving 
raw, cold, drizzling rain. Eyes were 
clouded with tears, more so because 
none could take a last view of the 
body, sealed in the bronze casket for- 
ever because of its condition. 

Plans were completed today for the 
funeral. The cortege—a cavalcade of 
automobiles carrying Mrs. Rockne and 
family, Rockne’s 72-year-old mother 
and his three sisters, officials of the 
university and other relatives and 
closer friends—will leave the Rockne 
home at 2:30 p. m. tomorrow for the 
(Church of Sacred Heart on the cam- 
pus of Notre Dame. 

The eulogy will be by the Rey. 
Charles L. O'Donnell, C. 8S. C., pres- 
ident of the university. At 3:45 the 
body will be blessed and then taken 
to the Highland cemetery on the out- 
skirts of the city. 

The entire service is not expected to 
last more than three hours. 

Sacred Heart church, a gothic style 
of architecture, will be decorated in- 
side and out with black and white, as 
will other buildings on the campus.

Having observed the facilities for 
cleanliness provided by a great many 
purveyors of food to be consumed on 
the premises, I-wonder how our health 
department has the temerity to employ 
so many “inspectors” who draw - 
aries presumably fér keeping watch 6 
these very requirements. 

In many restaurants and even pre- 
tentious hotels the public washroom 
or lavatory is so filthy that the pro- 
prietors attempt to apologize to the, 
public by using some kind of an odor 
strong enough to—convince the _ ig- 
norant patron that “sanitary precau- 
tions” are being taken in his behalf. 
Surely no public health department, 
officer, commissioner or authority 
dares to sanction or approve the use of 
the noisome “disinfectants” or germi- 
cides so much favored in such places. 
Perhaps a few of the politicians in 


the health department get private fa- 
vors from the manufacturers of alleged 
or real disinfectants for tacitly per- 
mitting the abuse. ‘That’s the only 
reason 1 can conceive for this malo- 
dorous racket. It is inconceivable 
that any old fossil health commission- 
er can still hold office and an actual 
notion that the liberation of impres- 
sive chemical odors can in any way 
protect anybody’s health. *° 

There are three great sins against 
sanitation which ought to be frowned 
upon wherever an intelligent layman 
encounters them, for they are a me- 
nace to his own safety and health. 
First, the knob or other attachment 
on the door of such a washroom. There 
is no excuse for this crude im- 
yosition on the public. If the door 
must have some means of fastening 
it, then let it be something which can 
be manipulated with the foot. If 
locking is not actually necessary, 
then let it be a door that swings on 
spring hinges at the touch of the foot. 
That is the only kind of door per- 
missible in a sanitary washroom. 

Third, no sanitary wash basin can 
have a stopper in it, even one worked 
by pedal. A stopper in a wash basin 
converts the sanitary running water 
into a lifelike revival of the old-time 
bucket and dipper arrangement. Even 
that would not be in the least un- 
sanitary if the bucket and dipper were 
used oneself alone or even by one’s 
own family or household: but it is in- 
excusable in a public washroom. If 
the place affords rnnning water let 
the patron have running water. 

As long as the builders and owners 
and managers of places of public 
patronage and trains and ships harbor 
the funny notion that strongly odor- 
iferous chemicals confer some vague 
sanitary virtue when used as directed 
by the manufacturers, we shall find 
these dangerous and disgusting relics 
even where we might fairly expect 
courteous and cleanly service, The 
only effective remedy I can suggest 
iS popular resentment, which should 
be expressed quite clearly to the per- 
sons responsible for the affront. 

Ignorance of hygiene and sanitation 
should excuse nobody.

To the accusation the prison offi- 
cials replied that on the first morn- 
ing Hawkes went to the field rain

Hawkes walked less than a mile, they

Kitchen relief to accompany farm re- 
lief, and more economic growing of 
children to accompany more economic 
production of erops are advocated by 
specialists on the staff of the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture. 


G. I. Johnson, extension agricul- 
tural engineer, is the champion of 
kitchen relief. His special interest is 
water systems, which he says are 
eapable of saving the farm housewife 
from 30 to 100 trips daily out of 
her warm kitchen into the rains or 
blustering winds of spring, 

“Not every family can have the ad- 
vantages offered by a water system,” 
Johnson said, “especially in this time 
of depression. However, there are hun- 
dreds of farm homes in every county 
that should have the advantages of- 
fered by a kitchen sink. Nearly three- 
fourths of the water carried 
kitchen has to be thrown out again. 
Therefore a_ kitchen

Maconite Ends Lite by inhaling 
Gas From Automobile Exhaust: 


MACON, Ga.. April 3.—(4)—Elvin 
'B. Hamilton, Macon life insurance 
agent, after attending a banquet with 
fellow insurance agents ‘Thursday 
night. drove to his garage at the rear 
of his residence here and committed 
suicide by inhaling the deadly carbon 
monoxide gas from the exhaust of 
his automobile, according to evidence 
uncovered Friday in an inquest con- 
ducted by Coroner Martin J. Thomp- 
son. 

The body was discovered shortly 
after 4 o'clock Friday morning by rela- 
tives who had been summoned to 
search for Hamilton. A _ short time 
before Mrs. Hamilton had discovered 
a note in the pocket of a discarded 
eoat which told of her husband's plan 
to end his life. 

The note was dated March 19, and 
was found in a pocket of a coat worn 
Thursday by Hamilton. Late in the 
afternoon he had changed his suit in 


preparation for the banquet, it was 
stated.

AS CIRRHOSIS CAUSE 


Noted Pathologist Says In- 
jury to Liver Caused by 
Impurity. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 3.—(/) 
After keeping hogs drunk for 15 years 
and observing experiments for 35 
years, Dr. F. R. Mallory, of the Bos- 
ton city hospital, has failed to find 
that ethyl alcohol itself does injury 
to the liver. 

Injury known as aleoholic cirrhosis 
is probably caused by some inpurity 
ine the aleohol, Dr. Mallory told mem- 
bers of the American Association of 
Pathologists and Bacteriologists in the 
closing session of their annual con- 
vention here late today. 


years in an effort to find out what 
impurities in alcohol cause cirrhosis, 
but so far have not succeeded,’ Dr. 
Mallory said. “I am certain, however, 
that pure alcohol has no deleterious 
effect on the liver.” 

He said he believed liver trouble 
had increased since prohibition be- 
cause of the practice of manufactur- 
ing moonshine whisky in copper stills. 
Copper, he said, is a deadly poison 
to the liver. 

Cells of cancer, in their ravages on 
the human body, bear a resemblance 
to dogs which can be taught tricks 
when young but learn no new ones in 
old age. 

They are also like parsnips which 
grow tough as they grow older. 

This is revealed in the study of 
1.500 cancers in autopsies by Dr.
